IMATKRNJTY.-- MOORLikND  HOSPITAL.  There  have 
been  no  alterations  made  in  the  arrangements  with  the  Moorland 
Maternity  Home  from  those  described  previously.  The  number 
of  mothers,  belonging  to  Rawtenstall,  who  were  confined  there 
in  1945  was  160.

vST.  MARY’S  HOSPITAL,  MANCHESTER.— There  have 
been  no  alterations  made  in  the  arrangements  with  St.  IMary’s 
Hospital  for  the  admission  of  abnormal  confinements. 

During  1945  30  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  St.  Mary’s 
Hosiiital  under  the  arrangement.

DECAYED  TEETH. — Facilities  have  been  available  for 
treatment  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic.  Twentv-four  cases  under 
school  age  were  treated  during  the  3^ear. 

DEFECTIVE  VISION. — Twentv  children  below  school 
age  were  referred,  under  the  Maternity  and  Cliild  Welfare 
Scheme,  for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  the 
School  Clinic. 

CHILD  welfare  CENTRES.— There  are  three  centres, 
held  weekly.  At  the  Clinic,  Kay  Street  (Tuesday) ;  Goodshaw 
Baptist  School  (Wednesday);  Whitewell  Bottom  Council  School 
( Thursday) .

DAIRIPPS,  COWKEEPERS  AND  MILK  SELLERS.— Tim 

total  number  of  cowkeepers  in  the  Borough  is  114,  the  number  on 
the  registers  being  114.  During  the  year  106  inspections  have 
been  made.  Many  changes  have  been  made  and  .some  small 
iarmers  have  commenced  to  sell  milk  wholesale.  The  register  is 
not  up  to  date  owing  to  shortage  of  staff. 

There  are  ii  Dairymen  or  Milk  Purve.vors,  and  all  are  on  the 
RegLster. 

Thiity-three  samples  of  milk  were  collected  from  farms  in  the 
Borough.  Nineteen  of  these  wTre  collected  for  the  Lancashire 
County  Council,  and.  three  were  found  to  be  unsati'sfactor3"  for 
Methylene  Blue.  Of  the  fourteen  samples  collected  from  non- 
accredited  farms,  six  wmre  not  up  to  the  standard  set  out  in  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

In  the  Tubercle  Test  of  the  thirty-one  samples,  all  proved 
negative.
